None but a fanatic would 
contend that a beverage containing one-half of one 
per cent alcohol is intoxicating, but the Volstead

Three such men captured Maj. André 
and disclosed the impending betrayal 
of West Point by Benedict Arnold, with 
whom some of the Tarrytown men had 
served. A raid of the kind with which 
the country was familiar was described 
by David Williams, one of Andre's cap- 
tors. “In December, 1779, Capt. Daniel 
Williams, who was commander, mount- 
ed us on horses and we went to Mor- 
risania, Westchester county. We swept 
al] Morrisania clean; took probably five 
thousand dollars’ worth of property; 
returned to Tarrytown and quartered 
at Young’s house.”” Morrisania after 
the war was the home of Gouverneur 
Morris, where he married Nancy Ran- 
dolph.

In August, 1780, Washington gave 
the badgered Benedict Arnold, who 
through the war had had his brilliant 
courage repaid by torments from his 


enemies, the supreme evidence of his 


trust in him, the command of the key 
fortress on the Hudson, West Point. 
Arnold at that time had reached the 
everstrain on a ternpestuous character 
which had made him almost as incred- 
ible on tHe field of battle as he was 
to becomes in the annals of treachery. 
His lovely Tory wife, Peggy Shippen

much trouble for him, his sense of ac- 
cumulated injuries, and the sophistries 
to which both had inclined him, had 
prepared him for never dying obloquy 
in America. .

Out-of-Doors in General. 

It is seldom that a miracle will hap- 
pen, allowing a perfectly inexperienced 
cook to succeed in out-of-doors cook- 
ery. However, this miracle does hap- 
pen sometimes. We always recom- 
mend, howéver, that people do a little 
practicing at home before they set 
out for the woods or camping ground. 
Even then there will be many tricks 
to learn as to how to manage fires 
te the best advantage, and how to 
cook over them. 

It is more fun, undoubtedly, to im- 
provise and devise and invent ways 
of than to buy de luxe ou:its 
in the way of iron frames fitted to pot 
and pan, and to carry one’s heat along 
with one. Scores and scores of ar- 
ticles in magazines and periodical lit- 
erature in general, and nowadays 
many books designed for the motor- 
iets who would camp, tell of special 
ways of doing this and that and the 
other. From them <.‘! we could glean 
enough facts to make camping a per- 
fect job, because they all tell of some 
one thing to do which is the very 
best way imaginable to do it. 

Pienic and Camp Utensils. 
A great boon to campers has been 
the army leftovers in the way of uten- 
sils, sold in many parts of the coun- 
try. The special mess kits, the little 
containers which are three or four in 
one, and canvas’ pails and all that, 
have been turned into private use to 
advantage. No list of utensils, prob- 
ably, can be given that would fit every 
circumstance. When a nearly com- 
plete list is provided there must be 

; tory boiling, the pan for frying, 
he tch oven for baking, baskets 
for holding supplies; but one good 
fron kettle which can be used for 
baking beans in the ground. for mak- 
ing a stew over tho fire or for boiling

deep, is excellent, and in it can be 
made stews, while water can be boiled 
in it for making coffee, or it can be 
put in the ground, a true fireless 
cooker.

kins are equally invaluable for those 
who like to keep clean hands, and to 
wipe utensils carefully before they are 
used, as well as after they are washed. 
In making toast in camp it can be 
kept hot b§% folding it in napkins, 

Bonfires at the end (for all waste 
paper and cartons), preferably made in 
a hole in the ground, so that the ashes 
or carbonized paper can be buried, is 
one of the last things made by a good 
camper. 


| Coffee. 

The camper values both bacon and 
coffee, as much for their secondary al- 
lure as for their first use. The aroma 
of both may be pleasing, although the 
aroma of boiled coffee is anathema to 
anybody who has but a small knowl- 
edge of dietetics. The pulverized coffee 
is the best to take to camp, because it 
does not lose its strength as rapidly as 
what is called ground coffee, which 
admits of more air being packed 
with it. 

Tiny cheese cloth bags and some 
white string may be taken along to 
aid in the making of the morning cof- 
fee. The water may be boiled in any 
suitable utensil and the requisite num- 
ber of tablespoons of pulverized coffee 
put into one of the bags, which has 
been washed and made sterile and tied 
with the string and dropped into the 
boiling water, two to four tablespoons 
per pint, for two or three minutes, 
when it can be removed. Instead of 
having a number of these bags it is all 
right to have one. Rinse it out with 
plain water after being used each 
morning, and then put it away in cold 
water in a Mason jar, closely covered. 

Above everything, do not try to have 
aluminum cups to drink your coffee 
from. They keep hot much too long 

comfort.

The Breadstuffs. 

Good bread will keep a week in camp 
and e good toast during all thar 
time. A cereal is exceedingly easy to 
cook, although inexperienced cooks are . 
likely to burn it. The cook who knows 
many ways to use rice effectively can, 
be serviceable in camp, even though 
the rice is seasoned only with onions 
and bacon fat, if it is to be served as 
a vegetable, while it is easy to make 
@ sweet dessert of it. 

Macaroni is exceedinly easy to cook, 
even in a pail, Crackers are valuable, 
especially when the campers are also 
fishermen. A fish chowder | 
demands crackers to make it most 
agreeable—preferably the Boston sort, 
which can be split. Crackers in but- 
ter sauce are an excellent substitute 
for bread.

the-living-room nook,” 
we are wont to call the sun- 


type of sunroom {s, in reality, a con- 
tinuation of the living room, separated 
either by French doors or an archway, 
and presents a rather pleasant an‘ 
interesting problem for the home. deco- 
rator to solve. 

In the first place, the purpose of a 
sunroom of this type is twofold, for 
it must function as 4 sunroom and 
at the same time remain a part of 
the living room proper. Often there 
is rather limited floor space and al- 
ways numerous windows,. all of which 
call for careful consideration in the 
selection of furniture and draperies. 
The predominant color scheme of 
the sunroom illustrated today is peach, 
green, and henna. To give the room 
the appearance of much larger dimen- 
sions, the floor is covered from wall 
to wall with a lovely raisin hued car- 
pet. The walls are softly tinted, in a 
flat wall paint of creamy buff. The 
combination makes an ideal back- 
ground for enhancing the attractive 
fifty inch width reseda green rayon 
sunfast taffeta overdraperies and 
peach hued voile glass curtains. 


The are interlined as well 
as lined, which gives them a distinc- 
tive quality for draping exceptionally 
well over the amber glass hold-bacxs 
which are so popular at present. Mul- 
ticolored artificial worsted fringe, 
trimming the sides and bottom.of 
draperies, add character and pleasing 
color contrast to the general scheme. 
The draperies are pleated and hung 
from green enameled wooden rings on 
henna colored enameled wooden poles 
which were cleverly painted at home 
with a quick drying enamel. This 
treatment is decoratively effective and 
a simple one to use where there are 
two or re windows in a group sep2 
rated only by mullions. In this way 
one may ‘treat any group of two or 
more windows as a unit, but in every 
case fifty inch width material should 
be used whenever possible. Any length 
pole topping t\» or more windows 
should be supported in the center by 
a carved wooden center ornament 
painted to match the pole and trimmed 
in color corresponding to the rings:

ROSSING a couple of oceans 


by airplane is certainly a 

good day’s sport—and worth 
waiting your chance for. But, 
with all the best water hazards so 
duttered up and busy nowadays, 
and lacking a handy ocean in your 
home, you might still get .your 
qgecessary daily dozen of thrills by 
climbing the Canadian Rockies jin 
an airplane. 


Men of the Roya! Canadian air 


force do it nearly every day dur- 
ing the summer. In fact, they play 
leap frog from peak to peak, and 
so well are the pilots known that 
when the Saturday afternoon 
aerial fire patrol is due the moun- 
tain goats line up on the balcony 
of Castle mountain to get their 
whiskers shaved off as the plane 
whizzes past. Just ask Bill Potts 
at Banff if you don’t believe me. 
He’s the world’s most famous 
guide and he knows everything. 

OFF ON THE FIRST PATROL | 


Well, today’s Saturday arid up 
among the mountain peaks it’s 
just 4 o'clock about now. As this 
is the first patrol this season, can’t 
you see the lineup of goats weep- 
ing slow tears into their trailing 
whiskers, waiting for us, wonder-

8,000, 9,000, 10,000 feet above sea level. 
Most of them are about eighty miles 
away from us, but they seem very 
close, and we wonder if we hadn’t 
better get up so high we won’t skid 


into one—but we swoop down past the 


E. P. ranch, belonging to the prince 
of Wales, and covering thousands of 


acres of fine grazing and w. t coun- 
try. 
We fly down so close t we can 


see Prof. Caryle, superinténdent of the 
place, out in the barnyard looking 
over some of the prize shorthorns for 
which the ranch is famous. He wav 
his cap to us and the Jap cook rushes 
out of the kitchen door to wave his 
dish towel, but we've got all those 
mountains to do yet, so westward ho! 
we go. 

I've had two very pleasant visits at 
the E. P. ranch, at one of which I met 
the PRince himself. It is a most inter- 
esting place, for Prof. Caryle is one of 
those rare instances, a _ successful 
farmer. He knows his vegetables. 


GUM AS FIRST AID 
Northwest we turn our noses—away 
from Highwood river, which runs 
along like a tiny black thread through 
the luscious bright green world be- 
neath us. Now we are over the real 
foothills, making for EJk’s pass and on 
up lower Kananaskis lake, then fol- 
lowing the Kananaskis river, which 
slides along between the Kananaskis 
and Spray mountains. We are fiying 
much higher, and Maj. Cuff hands us 
a stick of chewing gum, part of the 
fiying equipment of all high-up-and- 
at-’em flyers. The altitude has begun 
to make us feel as if we had the 
mumps, but the gum relieves that, and 
we go on with our sightseeing; there 
is a lot of it from now on. * 


Mountain tops, snow ‘cove 
glistening like broken bits of rainbow 
in the dazzling sunlight—all. around 
us. Beneath us, forests of huge pines, 
undisturbed, much of it perhaps un- 
seen by man except as we now are 
looking at it .”. centuries old, 
yet so-high are we now, that these 


giant trees look like grass covering 
the earth. 


Do you know, from the high altitude, 
the whole world directly beneath you 
- Mountains and all—look flat. 
On one side we can see Spray falls, 
which looked like a bit of white lace 
4 on the other Spray lake, gleam- 
ing black, like a great big dab of ink. 
On up the Spray river which, because 
of all the streams running into it, 
looks like a big rope tossed down 
- full of ravellings. 


Far down below us in the valley we 
can just see a party of trail riders 
making camp for the night. The trail 
they are on usually means at least 
a two weeks’ horseback ride ‘ 
with our ninety mile an hour scout 
plane we will cover the same mileage 
in two hours or less. However, trail 
riding is another kind of sport and 
one of those joyful occupations that 
shouldn't be hurried. While we are 
gobbling up the mountain tops as fast 
as we can, Maj. Cuff is looking for 
forest fires, and he looks carefully at 
the camp fire that has just been get- 
ting well under way.

WATCHING FOR FIRES. 


These patrols by the air force seem 
to put the fear of the Lord into the 
trappers, tourists and résidents of the 
natjonal parks, about putting out 
their camp fires. I s@ppose it reminds 
them that the fire menace is always 


there. Anyway, since the Royal Cana- 
dian air force has carrying out 
its aerial patrols, durigg the last six 
years, there has been no fires, orig- 
inally starting in the reserves terri- 
tory over which they watch, that have 
spread beyond the control of the per- 
manent fire ranger. ; 

And, while we are talking about it 
right now, whether or not you g0 
camping into the Rocky mountain dis- 
tricts, and whether or not you know 
there is an aerial patrol over your 
favorite neck of woods, PLEASE, I 
beg of you, make twice sure that every 
camp fire is out, every match is safely 
extinguished, before you leave it. It 
just takes a handful. of half dead em- 
bers, a strong bit of wind, and in an 
hour the monarchs of that lovely for- 


est which bas taken hundreds of years 


to and that Gan never be re- 
placed while we live, will be nothing 
but twisted, blackened ghosts of once 
majestic beauty. 


BANFF AND LAKE LOUISE 


Besides the forest patrols—carried 
out twice.daily during the summer 
season—the Royal Canadian air force 
does considerable map making and 
aerial photography throughout the 
Canadian Rockies, much of which is 
used in engineering projects and road 
building. 

Sneaking our way in and out of 
the peaks of Rundle mountains and 


. Sulphur mountains, we are now at 


Banff. We can see the hot springs, 
Bow river falls, and the big hotel, 
standing like a great castle among all 
this grandeur. We swoop down as 
close as we dare over the swimming 
tanks at the hotel, and give the swim- 
mers the thrill of their life. An aero 
plane fiyirig around. and over those 
mountains must seem a strange sight. 


Following the Bow river, we fly on 
northwest to Lake Louise. Far below 
us we can see a train sturdily climb- 
ing the side of the mountain .. . 
puff, puff, puff, but up and onward 
she goes. When you ride in one of 
these trains, somehow there doesn't 
seem to be much of an effort in climb- 
ing these heights, you go along so 
smoothly and steadily, but looking 
down at it ali from several thousand 
feet, it makes you think of a stream 
of tiny ants climbing the side of @ 
house, and you realize that they are 
performing a real engineering feat. 

Lake Louise is only thirty-five miles 
from Banff, and we follow the railway 
and motor road, watching along the 
way to see what the campers are 
doing. In that clear air, the sign of 
smoke is easily distinguished, and now

Three such men captured Maj. André 
and disclosed the impending betrayal 
of West Point hy Benedict Arnold, with 
whom some of the Tarrytown men had 
served. A raid of the kind with which 
the country was familiar was described 
by David Williams, one of Andre's cap- 
tors. 
Williams, who was commander, mount- 
ed us on horses and we went to Mor- 
risania, Westchester county. We swept 
all Morrisania clean; took probably five 
thousand dollars’ worth of property; 
returned to Tarrytown and quartered 
at Young’s -house.” Morrisania after 
the war was the home of Gouverneur 
Morris, where he married Nancy Ran- 
dolph.

In August, 1780, Washington gave 
the badgered Benedict Arnold, who 
through the war had had his brillfant 
courage repaid by torments from his 
enemies, the supreme evidence of his 
trust in him, the command of the key 
fortress on the Hudson, West Point. 
Arnold at that time had reached the 
overstrain on a tempestuous character 
which had made him almost as incred- 
ible on the field of battle as he was 
to become in the annals of treachery. 
His lovely Tory wife, Peggy Shippen 
of Philadelphia, who already had made 
much trouble for him, his sense of ac- 
cumulated injuries, and the sophistries 
to which both had inclined him, had 
prepared him for never dying obloquy 
in America. 

André was the fair haired boy of the 
British army. In later days he would 
have been a cotillion leader. He or- 
ganized tournaments, fetes, and gay 
parties for the officers and for the 
ladies of Philadelphia, while the British 
occupied the American capital. Peggy 
Shippen was captivated by him, he by 
her. If they had made a match of it 
Arnold might have escaped himself 
and fate, which was that his black 
devil and his wife should make him the 
Iscariot of America and that André, 
the man who had loved Peggy Shippen, 
should be the instrument of disclosure. 

André had gone up the river by 
ship on the mission to Arnold.

In the show ring, where horse con- 
formation is judged, the horse should 
have as little equipment on him as 
possible—white saddle cloths, colored 
browbands, etc., are used extensively 
to cover up bad features, much like 
a clean white collar on the average 
man. In ancient times horses were 
controlled by a weed PWpe through 
the mouth and held by a sort of hal- 
ter. ngs of Grecian warriors 
show a kind of snaffle bit was used. 
Saddles were not used before the time 
of Constantine, A. D. 306, and stir- 
rups were introduced by the Franks 
in the 6th century. 

In bridling a horse care should be 
taken to avoid making him head-shy. 
With the crown piece in the left hand, 
approach whim quietly from the near 
side. With the right hand slip the 
reins over his head’ and remove the 
halter. Then, with the crown piece 
in the right hand and the bits in the 
left, insert the left thumb into the 
side of the horse’s mouth above the 
tusk and press upon the lower jaw, 
causing him to open his mouth. In- 
sert the bits without striking the 
teeth and raise the crown plece. 

With the left hand draw the ears in 
between the crown piece and the brow 
band. Adjust the throat latch fout 
fingers breadth from the throat, and 
the nose band two finger widths from 
the nose. The ‘shaffie, also called 
bridoon, should touch lightly the up- 
per corners of the lips. The curb, also 
called bit, should rest just below: a 
snaffie. The curb chain should be 
turned to the right until Unks lie 
flat; then adjust so that it will Ife 
snugly.in the chin groove without ten- 
sion.

But I’ve never met her. 


This school of journalism the- 


. ory, rooted in the vigor of the 


nineteenth amendment, that a 
woman can get a story from a 
woman so much better than can 
her confrere, the unsympathetic 
man reporter, is a pretty piece of 
fiction, at least so far as the 
woman reporter whom I know 
best is concerned. | 


WHAT WOULD YOU DO? 


And it’s perfectly logical, when 
you stop to think it over, that 
such a theory should be ridiculous. 


Suppose, for instance, that you, 
a woman, are in bad legally. You 
are in a small cell in a stuffy jail, 
and there’s a black charge against 
you, and your hair needs a trim, 


and the matron has caught you in 
your seventh unsuccessful lie, and it’s 
a blue Monday all around. Would you 
tell your story, or what you pleased 
to make your story, to a woman or to 
aman? Would you take a chance on 
the alleged alf pervading sympathy of 
sisterhood, with another woman, who, 
it is not unreasonable to assume, might 
not be totally unfamiliar with some 
of the tricks you employ? Or would 
you cut through the convention of the 
“woman can get a woman’s story”’ 
and elect to give your version of last 
night’s shooting to a man with 4 
reportorial pencil? 

Your answer is the answer most 
women give. 

And so it is my theory, and I have 
a doleful number of case records to 


_ back up my premise, that a lady ban- 


dit, a lady murderess, even a polite 
lady forgeress, talks with more adjec- 
tives, more expletives, more vividness 
to the man than to the woman.

| WHY SHOULDN'T SHE? 


It is, therefore, or so it seéms to me, 
fundamentally valid for a woman de- 
fendant to do her stuff for the men 
rather than for the women. This, in 
spite of all the stalwart assurances of 
some lady reporters that they can get 
the “woman angle ’’ where masculine 
tactics fail. It is just as valid for a 
girl bandit to choose to tell her story 
to a men as it is for the lady mur- 
deress to choose her rouge and powder 
carefully the day she takes the stand. 

And why shouldn’t she? I have 
been as guilty as the rest in under- 
scoring in my notes, during a court- 
room trial, the costume, makeup, and 
appearance of the woman on trial. 
But the judge who hears the case is 
careful to be well groomed. The as- 
sistant state’s attorneys who are pros- 
ecuting the case try to vary their 
costume day by;day, in an important 
trial. The and «sox of 
the defense attorneys are likely to be 
dazzling. For there is only one Clar- 
ence Darrow. 


| BLONDE | 


A woman is taught to wear her 
best clothes to her wedding; to look 
her prettiest when she applies for a 
position; to give heed to her skin and 
hair and hands if she wants to succeed 
as a beauty or a business woman. 
Why, then, the inconsistency of try- 
ing to look nice to save herself from 
jail, maybe from the gallows. It’s 
pretty mawkish when the lady tries to 
whiten up her life with such obvious 
daubs of white wash. But I don’t 
think it’s so foolish for her to comb 
her hair to advantage, wear a be- 
coming hat, and indulge in a slipper 
heel silk stocking, with a slendering 
ankle effect that may not be exactly 
prejudicial to the jury. It’s only, it 
seems to me, the application of teach- 
ing that she has learned in boarding 
school, at home, in every success 

ne. 


If then it is not illogical, and is 


almost inevitable, for the woman be- 


hind the bars to talk more freely to 
men than to women, it ought con- 
versely to be true that the blonde 
Apollo who forgets to pay his alimony 
and is restrained in somebody’s jail 
would direct his rhetoric to women’s 
attention. Sometimes this is true. 


But the percentage of men who tell | 


their stories to women reporters falls 
way below the ratio of women who'll 


talk their life histories to men re- § 


porters. 


But life for the women on a paper 
isn’t nearly such a pessimistic pro- 
portion as these general statistics 
might indicate. For there are many 
times when a woman gets the breaks. 
Her? again, I am afraid I depart a 
little from the theoretic ideas about it. 
For I maintain that it’s easier for a 
woman to get a story from a hard 
boiled desk sergeant at the police 
station: than it is for the man com- 
petitor. That doesn’t of course 
apply to the “‘ beat”’ man who covers 
police. He knows the ropes, tosses 
horse shoes or plays hand ball with 
the officers in their holiday hours; he 
is on the inside. 


WHEN WOMEN GET BREAKS 


But, ruling the police reporter ut 
and take a man who is unfamiliar 
with police routine, and a woman who 


similarly ignorant of the setting. 


The desk sergeant, irked at the sur- 
passing ignorance of a man (and a 
man is supposed to be ubiquitously 
competent) who doesn’t know just 
what to ask, yells at the inquiring 
gentleman and makes short work of 
his vague queries. But a woman is 
not given credit for knowing any- 
thing about a police station. And 
when she asks dumb questions, pro- 
vided they aren’t too terribly dumb, 
she gets good replies. 


From the personal records, I know 
that I have got some of the best 
stories from police officers who have 
gone out of their way to give exact 
data, to explain details.

often an obliging peliceman who acts 
as middleman. Then the old formula 
works. The lady talks to the police 
officer, and talks expansively, partly

| MISGUIDED TIPSTERS 


All of these situations have _ in- 
.volved, in a limited arc, men and 
women who are in jail. The wider 
arc of other work brings out differ- 
ent, but equally vivid, differentiations 
between the work of a man and wom- 
an reporter, viewed in this sketchy, 
informal, far from dogmatic way.

ranch at Peskisko, thirty-five miles 
west of High River. Our official host 
is Maj. Cuff, squadron leader of the 
station, a charming but serious mind- 
ed man, who, I greatly fear, is making 
faces at us for our unseemly laughter 
about the goats. S-S-sssshh—not so 
loud—or he might mgke us get out and 
walk home. 

Our hack is an Avro scout plane, 210 
horsepower, and in as perfect condition 
as is humanly possible. It has to be, 
for there areri’t any nice soft moun- 
tain tops to land on if the motor de- 
cides to call it a day right in the 
middle of a 12,000 foot climb. That’s 
just all and there isn’t any more when. 
it happens. 


Parachute all strapped? Ready? And - 


at Maj. Cuff’s o. k. you swallow your 
Adam's apple and grin back-—he gives 
her the gun—and away we zoom, up 
into the blue sky. circle the station a

moment or-two trying out our wire- 
less telephone, get the signal that all 
is well, and then on our way to the 
mountains, across some of the best 
wheat country in the work. 


OVER THE PRINCE’S RANCH | 


For forty miles from High River we 
fly over prairie, which slowly climbs 
into foothills, then mountains and 
more mountains that finally tear into 
that deep blue sky with great peaks— 
8,000, 9,000, 10,000 feet above sea level. 


‘Most of them are about eighty miles ° 


awdy from us, but they.seem very 
close,-and we wonder if we hadn’t 
better get up so high we won’t skid 
into one—but we swoop down past the 
E. P. ranch, belonging to the prince 
of Wales, and covering thousands of 
acres of fine grazing and wheat coun- 
try. \ 


We fiy down s0 close that we can 
see Prof. Caryle, superintendent of the 
place, out in the barnyard looking 
over some of the prize shorthorns for 
which the ranch.is famous. He waves 
his cap to us and the Jap cook rushes 
out of the kitchen door to wave his 
dish towel, but we've got all those 
mountains to do yet, so westward ho! 
we go. 

I’ve had two very pleasant visits at 
the E. P. ranch, at one of which I met 
the prince himself. It is a most inter- 
esting place, for Prof. Caryle is one of 
those rare instances, a _ successful 
farmer. He knows his vegetables.

Now we are over the real 
foothills, making for Elk’s pass and on 
up lower Kananaskis lake, then fol- 
lowing the Kananaskis river, which 
slides along between the Kananaskis 
and Spray mountains. We are flying 
much higher, and Maj. Cuff hands us 
a stick of chewing gum, part cf the 
flying equipment of all high-up-and- 
at-’em flyers. The altitude has begun 
to make us feel as if we hag: the 
mumps, but the gum relieves that, and 
we go on with our sightseeing ; there 
is a lot of it from now on. 


Mountain tops, snow 
glistening like broken bits of rainbow 
in the dazzling sunlight—all around 
us. Beneath us, forests of huge pines, 
undisturbed, much of it perhaps un- 
seen by man except as we now are 
looking at it centuries old, 
yet so high are we now, that these 
giant trees look like grass covering 
the earth. 


Do you know, from the high altitude, 
the whole world directly beneath you 
mountains and all—look flat. 
On one side we can see Spray falls, 
which looked’like a bit of white lace 
- «+  Onthe other Spray lake, gleam- 
ing black? like a great -big dab of ink. 
On up the Spray river which, because 
of all the streams running into it, 
looks like a big rope tossed down 

full of ravellings. 

Far down below ys in the valley we 
can just see a party of trai] riders 
making camp for the night. The trai! 
they are on usually means at least 


covered — 


a two weeks’ horseback ride 

with our ninety mile an hour scout 
plane we will cover the same mileage 
in two holtirs or less. However, trail 
riding is another kind of sport and 
one of those joyful occupations that 
shouldn't be hurried. While we are 
gobbling up the mountain tops as fast 
as We can, Maj. Cuff is looking sor 
forest fires, and he looks carefully at 
the camp fire that has just been get- 
ting well under way. : 


WATCHING FOR FIRES 


These patrols by the air force seem 
to put the fear of the Lord into the 
trappers, tourists and residents of the 
national parks, about putting out 
their camp fires. I suppose it reminds 
them that the fire menace is always 
there. Anyway, since the Royal Cana- 
dian tiir force has been carrying out, 
its aerial patrols, during the last six 
years, there has‘ been no fires, orig- 
inally starting in the reserves terri- 
tory over which they watch, that have 
spread beyond the control of the per- 
tinanent fire ranger. 


And, while we are talking about it- 
right now, whether or mot you go 
camping into the Rocky mountain dis- 
tricts, and whether or not you know 
there is an aerial patrel over your 
favorite neck of woods, PLEASE, I 
beg of you, make twice sure that every 
camp fire is out, every. match is safely - 
extinguished, before you leave it. It 
just takes a handful of half dead emi- 


bers, a strong bit of wind, and in an 


\ 
hour the monarchs of that lovely for- 
est which has taken hundreds of years 
to grow and tHat can never be re- 
placed while we live, will be nothing 
but twisted, blackened ghosts of once 
beauty. 


Besides the forest patrols—carried 
out twice daily during the summer 
season—the Royal Canadian air force 
does considerable map making and 
aerial photography throughout the 
Canadian Rockies, much of which is 
used in engineering projects and road 
building. e 


Sneaking our way in and out of 
the peaks of Randle mountains and 
Sulphur mountains, we are now at 
Banff. We can see the hot springs, 
Bow river falls, and the big hotel, 
standing like a great castle among all 
this grandeur. We swoop down as 
close as we dare over the swimming 
tanks at the hotel, and give the swim- 
mers the thrill of their life. 
plane fiying around and over those 
mountains must seem a strange: sight. 


Folowing the Bow river, we fly on 
northwest to Lake Louise. Far below 
us we can see a train sturdily climb- 
ing the side of the mountain 
puff, puff, puff, but up and onward 
she goes. When you ride in one of 
these trains, somehow /there doesn’t 
seem to be much of an effort in climb- 
ing these heights, you go along so 
smogthly and steadily, but looking

down at it all from several thousand 
feet, it makes you think of a stream 
of tiny ants climbing the side of & 
house, and you realize that they are 
performing a real engineering feat. 


Lake Louise is only thirty-five miles 


,_ from Banff, and we follow the railway 


and motor road, watching along the 
Way to see what the campers are 
doing. In that clear air, the sign of 
smoke is easily distinguished, and now 
we can see numerous camp fires in 
the splendid camp sites maintained at 
convenient points by the park. Don't 
you just bet they're frying a panfuj 
of nice little rainbow trout down there 
beside the creek. . Wish I had 
some! it always makes me hungry 
to see a hard working camp fire.

HE Dutch church of Tarrytown, 
shown in the illustrations, was 
put under. construction when 
Vredrick Philipse, who was Fy- 
finsen when he landed in New Amster- 
dam in 1647, had acquired the broad 
ecres, the wealth and the dignity of a 
manor ford on the east bank of the 
Mudsot, Where it widens into the Tap- 
yan Zee, at Tarrytown, modern com- 
muting Gistance from New York City. 

Philipse was a carpenter with good 
business eyes and sound Holland sa- 
gacity.

When he was a man of affluence and 
distinction, he built himself a manor 
house on the Hudson which with reno- 
wations is now the property of Elsie 
Janis.

It is seldom that a miracle will hap- 
pen, allowing a perfectly inexperienced 
cook to succeed in cut-of-doors cook- 
ery.

We always recom- 
mend, however, that people do a little 


people to Practicing at home before they set 


out for the woods or camping ground. 
Even then there will be many tricks 
to learn as to how to manage fires 
te the best advantage, and how to 
cook over them. 

It is more fun, undoubtedly, to im- 
provise and devise and invent ways 
of cooking than to buy de luxe ou its 
in the way of iron frames fitted to pot 
and pan, and to carry one's heat along 
with one. Scores and scores of ar- 
ticles in magazines and periodical! lit- 
erature in general, and nowadays 
many books designed for the motor- 
iets who would camp, tell of special 
ways of doing this and that and the 
cther. From them <'! we could glean 
enough facts to make camping a per- 
fect job, because they all tell of some 
one thing to do which is the very 
best way imaginable to do it. 

Picnic and Camp Utensils. 

A great boon to campers has been 
the army leftovers in the way of uten- 
sils, sold in many parts of the coun- 
try. The special mess kits, the little 


' . stretehing out stanzas about how wel! containers which are three or four in 


one, and canvas pails and all that, 
have been turned into private use to 
advantage. No list of utensils, prob- 
ably, can be given that would fit every 
circumstance. When a nearly com- 
plete list is provided there must be 
the pot for boiling, the pan for frying, 
the Dutch oven for baking, baskets 
for holding supplies; but one good 
iron kettle which can be used for 
baking beans in the ground. for mak- 
ing a stew over tho fire or for boiling 


water can be provided, and if it is. 


of the right sort even frying can be 
done in it.. 

For frying, the kettle called a Dutch 
oven, which is rather broader than 
deep, is excellent, and in it can be 
made stews, while water can be boiled 
in it for making coffee, or it can be 
put in the ground, a true fireless 
cooker. When the heavy kettle can- 
not be taken along quite wonderful 
things may be done with a pail of 
the right sort, preferably, perhaps, 
one of rather heavy aluminum with a 
close fitting cover. This would be 
serviceable even. with the other uten- 
sila, because it is excellent for a 
cooler, sunken in the ground [pre- 
ferably mear a spot that is rather 
wet), or it can be hung in a tree with 
the air moving all around it, when 
perishable food will keep fairly we'l 
in it, although sucn food might keep 
better if tied in a cheese cloth bag 
and hung in the tree.

Coffee. 

The camper values both bacon and 
coffee, as much for their secondary al- 
lure as for their first use, The aroma 
of both may be pleasing, although the 
aroma of boiled coffee is anathema to 
anybody who has but a small knowl- 
edge of dietetics. The pulverized coffee 
is the best to take to camp, because it 
does not lose its strength as rapidly as 
what is called ground coffee, which 
admits of more air being packed 
with it. 

Tiny cheese cloth bags and some 
white string may be taken along to 
aid in the making of the morning cof- 


fee. The water may be boiled in any. 


suitable utensil and the requisite num- 
ber of tablespoons of pulverized coffee 
put into one of the bags, which has 
been washed and made sterile and tied 
with the string and dropped into ,the 
boiling water, two to four tablespoons 
per pint, for two or three minutes, 
when it can be removed. Instead of 
having a number of these bags it is all 
right to have one. Rinse it out with 
plain water after being used each 
morning, and then put it away in cold 
water in a Mason jar, closely covered. 

Above everything, do not try to have 
aluminum cups to drink your coffee 
from. They keep hot much too long 
for comfort. 

The Breadstuffs, 

Good bread will keep a week in camp 
and make good toast during all that 
time. A cereal is exceedingly easy to 
cook, although inexperienced cooks are 
likely to burn it. The cook who knows 
many ways to use rice effectively can 
be serviceable in camp, even though 
the rice is seasoned only with onions 
and bacon fat, if it is to be served as 
a vegetable, while it is easy to make 
@ sweet dessert of it... 

Macaroni is exceedinly easy to cook, 
even in a pail. Crackers are valuable, 
especially when the campers are also 
fishermen. A fish chowder actually 
demands crackers to make it most 
agreeable—preferably the Boston sort, 
which can be split. Crackers in but- 
ter sauce are an excellent substitute 
for bread. : 

Some flour should be taken along. 
Simple sauces and gravies need to be 
thickenéd and even stews are most at- 
tractive if the meat of which they are 
made is first rolled in seasoned flour. 
The many sorts of primitive breads 
can be made with fiour and when there 
is no way of baking them in a frying 
pan or a Dutch oven, that is, when 
perhaps the only cooking utensil is a 
pail, dumplings may be made of them. 

Meats and Vegetables. 

Bacon and salt pork are main sup- 
plies for the camper unless he has a 
servant trailing after him with a sup- 
ply wagon containing ice boxes or cool- 
ers in which are meats to roast or 
broil. Cheese as a substitute for meat, 
and also because of its appetizing qual- 
ities, is a great camp supply. The 
‘Juxuries are not a few, and consist 
of such things as jam, sweet chocolate, 
raisins, sweet wafers, hard candies 
and dried fruits.

Pour the boiling water 
over it and stir until it thickens, and 
then cook until the flour will not taste 
raw, adding a scant teaspoon of salt 
to each cup of sauce made. This is

| WHY SHOULDN'T SHE? | 


It is, therefore, or so it seems to me, 
fundamentally valid for a woman de- 
fendant to do her stuff for the men 
rather than for the women. This, in 
spite of all the stalwart assurances of 
some lady reporters that they can get 
the “woman angle” where masculine 
tactics fail. It is just as valid for a 
girl bandit to choose to tell her story 
to a man as it is for the lady mur- 
deress to choose her rouge and powder 
carefully the day she takes the stand. 

And why shouldn't she? I have 
been as guilty as the rest in under- 
scoring in my notes, during a court- 
room trial, the costumé, makeup, and 
appearance of the woman on trial. 
But the judge who hears the case is 
careful to be well groomed. The as- 
sistant state’s attorneys who are pros- 


ecuting the case try to vary their 


costume day by day, in an important 
trial. The haberdashery and sox of 
the defense attorneys are likely to be 
dazzling.

BLONDE APOLLOS

That doesn’t of course 
apply to the “ beat’? man who covers 
police. He Knows the ropes, tosses 
horse shoes or plays hand ball with 
the officers in their holiday hours; he 
is on the inside. 


Z WHEN WOMEN GET BREAKS 


But, ruling the police reporter out 
and take a man who is unfamiliar 
with police routine, and a woman who 
is similarly ignorant of the setting. 
The desk sergeant, irked at the sur- 
passing ignorance of a man (and a 
man is supposed to be ubiquitously 
competent) who. doesn’t know just 
what to ask, yells at the inquiring 
gentleman and makes short work of 
his vague queries. ‘But a woman is 
not given credit for knowing any- 
thing about a police station. And 
when she asks dumb questions, pro- 
vided they aren’t too terribly dumb, 
she gets good replies. 

From the personal records, I know 
that I have got some of the best 
stories from police officers who have 
gone out of their way to give exact 
data, to explain details. When the 
beautiful blonde, with the blood still 
trickling down last night’s party 
gown, declines to talk to me, it is 
often an obliging policeman who acts 
as middleman. Then the old formula 
works. The lady talks to the police 


because he is a man and partly, too, 
because he wears gold braid and it’s 
pretty good policy not to displease 
him. Then the second half of the 
formula comes in. He, the man, talks 
to the woman reporter, and does his 
best for her. 


| MISGUIDED TIPSTERS 


All of these situations have in- 
volved, in a limited arc, men and 
women who are in jail. The wider 
arc of other work brings out differ- 
ent, but equally vivid, differentiations 
between the work of a man and wom- 
an reporter, viewed in this sketchy, 
informal, far from dogmatic way. 
One of the outstanding differences 
is that when a man asks for infor- 
mation, the person thus interrogated 
knows the man wants information. 
The person being interviewed may not 
give any information. He may be 
cross, or evasive, or talkative. But 
at least he knows what the other fel- 
lcw wants, 
When a asks for the same 
information it is often difficult to per- 
suade the man or woman that she 


Yreally does want serious information. 


There is still a superstition, among 
far too many people, that a girl really 
wants to write up something thrilling, 
like a boy eating bananas on the link 
bridge at twilight, or an episode of 
equal news value, .

dimbing the Canadian Rockies in 
en of the Royal Canadian air 
force do it nearly every day dur- 
ing the summer. In fact, they play 
jeap frog trom peak to peak, and 
so well are the pilots known that 


when the Saturday afternoon 
serial fire patrol is due the moun- 
tain goats line up on the balcony 
of Castle mountain to get their 
whiskers shaved off as the plane 
whizzes past. Just ask Bill Potts 
at Banff if you don’t believe me. 
He's the world’s most famous 


guide and he knows everything. 


OFF ON THE FIRST PATROL | 


Well, today’s Saturday and up 
among the mountain peaks it’s 
just 4 o'clock about now. As this 
is the first patrol this season, can’t 

see the lineup of goats weep- 
ing slow tears into their trailing 
whiskers, waiting for us, wonder- 
ing if they are going to have to 
look like that for another week, 
and the tourist trade coming on, 
and everything ? 

We are at the present moment 
ready to take off at the Royal Ca- 
nadian air force station at High 
River, Alberta, which is the his- 
toric spot where his royal high- 
ness, Eddie, the prince of Wales, 


parks his trains on his way to his 
ranch at Peskisko, thirty-five miles 
west of High River. Our official host 
is Maj. Cuff, squadron leader of the 
station, a charming but serious mind- 
ei man, who, I greatly fear, is making 
faces at us for our unseemly laughter 
about the goats.

OVER THE PRINCE’S RANCH | 


For forty miles from High River we 
fly over prairie, which slowly climbs 
into foothills, then mountains and 
more mountains that finally tear into 
that deep blue sky with great peaks— 
8,000, 9,000, 10,000 feet above sea level. 
Most of them are about eighty miles 
away from us,’ but they seem very 
close, and we wonder if we hadn't 
better get up so high we won’t skid 
into one—but we swoop down past the 
E. P. ranch, belonging to the prince 
of Wales, and covering thousands of 
acres of fine grazing and wheat coun- 
try. 


We fly down so close that we can 
see Prof. Caryle, superintefident of the 
Place, out in the barnyard looking 
over some of the prize shorthorngs for 
which the ranch is famous. He waves 
his cap to us and the Jap cook rushes 
out of thg kitchen door to wave his 
dish towel, but we've got all those

giant trees look like grass covering 
the earth. 


Do you know, from the high altitude, 
the whole world directly beneath you 
mountains and all—look flat. 
On one side we can see Spray falls, 
which looked like a bit. of white lace 
. on the other Spray lake, gleam- 
ing black, like a great big dab of ink. 
On up the Spray river which, because 
of all the streams running into it, 
looks like a big rope tossed down 
full of ravellings. 
_ Far down below us in the valley we 
can just see a party of trai] riders 
making camp for the night. The trail 


they are on usually means at least 


a two weeks’ horseback ride ... 
with our ninety mile an hour scout 
plane we will cover the same mileage 
in two hours or less. However, trail 


‘riding is another kind of sport and 


one of those joyful occupations that 
shouldn't be hurried. While are 
gobbling up the mountain to 
as we can, Maj. Cuff is le 
forest fires, and he looks 
the camp fire that has just been get- 
ting well under way. 


WATCHING FOR 


FIRES 


These patrols by the air force seem 
to put the fear of the Lord into the 


trappers, tourists and residents of the | 


national parks, about putting out 
their camp fires. I suppose it reminds 
them that the fire menace is always 
there. Anyway, since the Royal Cana- 
dian air force has been carrying out 
its aerial patrols, during the last six 
years, there has been no fires, orig- 
inally starting in the reserves terri- 
tory over which they watch, that have 
spread beyond the control of the per- 
remanent fire ranger. 


And, while we are talking about it 
right. now, whether or not you go 
camping into the Rocky mountain dis- 


‘tricts, and whether or not you know 


there is an aeria] patrol over your 
favorite neck of woods, PLEASE, I 
beg of you, make twice sure that every 
camp fire is out, every match is safely 
extinguished, before you leave it. It 
just takes a handful of half dead em- 
bers, a strong bit of wind, and in an 


hour the monarchs of that lovely for- 
est which has taken hundreds of years 
to grow and that can never be re- 
placed while we live, will be nothing 
but twisted, blackened ghosts of once 
majestic beauty. 


Besides the forest patrols—carried 
out twice daily during the summer 
season—the Royal Canadian air force 
does considerable map making , and 
aerial photography throughout the 
Canadian Rockies, much of which is 
used in engineering projects and road 
building. 


Sneaking our way in and out of 
the peaks of Rundle mountains and 
Sulphur mountains, we are now at 


Banff. We can see the hot Springs, y ona we no longer try to follow our 


Bow river falls, and the big hotel, 
standing like a great castle among all 
this grandeur. 
close as we dare over the swimming 
tanks at the hotel, and give the swim- 
mers the thrill of their life. An aero- 
plane flying around and over those 
mountains must seem a strange sight. 


Following the Bow river, we fly on 
northwest to Lake Louise. Far below 
us we can see a train sturdily climb- 
ing the side of the mountain .. . 
puff, puff, puff, but up and onward 
she goes. When you ride in one of 
these trains, somehow there doesn’t 
seem to be much of an effort in climb- 
ing these heights, you go along so 
smoothly and steadily, but looking

Arnold at that time had reached the 
overstrain on a tempestuous character 
which had made him almost as incred- 
ible on the field of battle as he was 
to become in the-annals of treachery. 
His lovely Tory wife, Peggy Shippen 
of Philadelphia, who.already had made 
much trouble for him, his sense of ac- 
cumulated injuries, and the sophistries 
to which both had inclined him, had

The Colored B other 


By H. L. Mencken. 

OST of the educated Negroes of my acquaintance seem 
to be convinced that the social attentions now being 
lavished upon their race in New York represent only 

| a transient fad, and that in a short time the colored 
lion will be out in the cold again. I doubt it. ‘The plain 


* fact is that New York—or, at all events, Manhattan—has 


got to be so cosmopolitan a town that all its old social dis- 
tinction and prejudices are in decay and can never be revived. 
There is no longer any formal Society there in the usual 
American sense. Any one who is presentable may go any- 


presentable; others are surely not. The latter, no doubt, will 
soon return to the Harlem whence they came, but the for- 
mer will survive. 


The New York of today, indeed, is far too worldly wise to 


| accord much authority to caste artificialities. It long ago 


admitted and embraced the Jews, and so far as I have been 
able to observe, it suffers from no regrets. In all circles, 
high or low, the Jews who get in are among the most 
amusing people to be encountered. They iack altogether “the 
dull conventionality of the so-called Anglo-Saxon. They do not 
take life too sériously, and now that the old bars against 
them are down, they have ceased even to take themselves 
seriously. Their presence in large numbers helps to make 
New York the most diverting of all American cities. It is 
noisy, blatant and uncomfortable, but it is certainly not 
a bore. 

The colored brethren, now that they go everywhere, add 
a great deal to its charm. They turn out, in the main, to be 
dignified, well-mannered, and amusing fellows, and not at all 
over-impressed by their new triumphs. Their wives, in many 


|} cases, are very good looking. Male and female, they seem 


to say, “Take us or leave us,” at the same time favoring 
one another with wise winks behind the door. My belief is 
that New York, having taken them in, will be very loath 
to lose them. True enough, those admitted constitute only 
a small minority of their race. But.that fact is of no sig- 
nificance. It will be time enough to invite Pullman porters, 
colored preachers and witch doctors to dinner when white 
Turkish bath rubbers, orthodox. rabbis and chiropractors are 
invited. 


The acceptance of the educated Negro socially removes 
his last ground for complaint against his fate in the republic, 
and leaves him exposed to the same criteria of judgment 


what he makes of himself. Hitherto he has derived very con- 
siderable advantages from the fact that he was an outcast: 
it seemed a marvel if he made himself heard of at all. But 
hereafter he will have to produce the goods or shut up. 

So far, it seems to me, his accomplishments have been 
very modest. Even in those fields wherein his opportuni- 
ties for years past have been precisely equal to the white 
man’s, he has done little of solid value. I point, for ex- 
ample, to the field of music. It may be, as they say, that 
the Negroes invented ragtime, and jazz after it, but cer- 
tainly it would be absurd to say that they have surpassed or 
even equaled the whites in writing the new music. The best 
jazz of today is net composed by black men, but by Jews— 
and I mean best in every sense. Why did the Negro com- 
posers wait for George Gershwin to do his “ Rhapsody in 


|

Blue?” Why, indeed, did they wait for Paul Whiteman to 
make jazz a.serious matter? 


| The spiritual is anotner musical form that the Negroes 


are supposed to have invented. Passing over its obvious 
origin in the Methodist camp meeting hymn, let us admit 
that theory. But where is the Negro composer who is writ- 
ing spirituals today—I mean good ones? If he exists he is 
not heard of. Certainly there is plénty of opportunity here 
—and it has been permitted to go to waste. The spiritual, 


| as it comes down té us traditionally, could be considerably 


improved. It might be developed into something resembling 

a cantata. It might be given instrumental support. But no 

Negro composer has ever made any serious effort to work 

out its possibilities. It remains nafve and crude, like hoe cake. 


The Negro poets, by the same token, have done very little 
to justify the excessive hospitality with which they have 
been received. Put all their work together and it is not 
worth much more than any one of a dozen of the epitaphs 
in “ The Spoon River Anthology.” A Negro poet, James Wel- 
don Johnson, has lately published a book of Negro sermons 
in a sort of free verse, and one of them, “‘Go Down, Death!” 
is a genuinely eloquent and moving poem. But no other 
Negro has ever written anything even half so good. There 
are plenty of poets in the race, and many of them show a 
considerable facility, but the best of them, when all is said 
and done, remain second rate. 

In prose there is the same tale to tell. No Negro novelist 
has ever written a novel even remotely comparable to such 
things as “ Babbitt” and “Jurgen.” No Negro writing short 
stories rises above the level of the white hacks. There is 
here no prejudice to overcome, and, so far as I know, there 
never has been. I have been intimately familiar with the 
American magazines for twenty years and also know some- 
thing about book publishing. I know of no magazine of 
decent standing that bars Negro writers, and I know of no 
publisher who refuses to publish them. On the contrary, 
they are welcomed eagerly everywhere. But they produce 
little that ts worth printing. 

Even the Negro publicists make a sorry showing con- 
sidering their opportunities. It is seldom, ihdeed, that one 
of them turns out an article or a book of any genuine value. 
Even on the subject of their race’s wrongs, they do not 
write as well, taking one with another, as the white scriven- 
ers who tackle the same subject. All the really first rate 
books written by American Negroes since the civil war could 
be ranged on a shelf a foot long. Here is a field in which 
race prejudice counts for nothing. Yet the colored brother 
has done little in it save cultivate weeds. Is it because, until 
recently, he has lacked the necessary educational equipment? 
Bosh! First rate books are not the product of education, 
else school superintendents would write them. There are 
hundreds of thousands of Negroes in the United States with 
far more education than Dreiser ever had, or Sherwood 
derson, or Cari Sandburg. 

Thus it is apparent that the Negro still has a heavy grade 
ahead of him and will gain little from going over his latest 


not altogether sure that his prospects in the fine arts are as 


‘shown that he can do respectable work, but he has certainly 
not shown that he can do genuinely distinguished work. In 
the field of music, especially, I am full of doubts. The Negro, 
like the Bavarian, has a natura] love of music, but like the 
Bavarian again he may be able to make only music that is 
third rate. 

It may be that he has ventured into the arts too soon— 
that they can flourish only in a house more solid and stable 
than the one he is just moving into. It may be that his 
greatest successes during the next generation or two will be 
made, not in the arts, but in business. There he seems to 
‘be making very rapid progress, and it is no longer factitious 
and transitory. Booker T. Washington, whose memory is 
not venerated by the Negro intellectuals, was probably wiser 
than they think. He saw that the Negroes would have to 
have a sound economic underpinning if they were ever to rise 
to cultural equality with the whites. The fine arts are fre- 
quently enriched by poor men, but they never flourish in a 
poor society. 

Now the Negroes begin to pile up wealth, and their busi- 
ness barons become their principal leaders. If is, I think, a 
sign of genuine progress if only because it reduces the col- 
ored pastor to a minor place. He has led the race since the 
civil war and he has made a dreadful botch of it. His in- 
fluence today, though it is fast declining, is still for the bad. 
Those Negroes who follow hifh remain ignorant and ridicu- 
lous: nothing comes out of them save moans. With Booker 
T. Babbitt in the saddle, they will at least have a leader who 
is a realist and a man of sense. He may not make them 
noble, but he will at least make them safe.

 Critie Pays a Last 
Tribute to John Drew 


By Burns Mantle. 
EW YORK. — (Special Correspondence.}—It is only 
when one of the older actors dies in harness, as the 
expression goes, that his passing means much to the 
current generation of playgoers. The players are so 
soon forgotten. 

The talk this week has been mostly 
mostly, as is natural, by the older . 
followers of the theater. And yet 
so tenaciously did. this fine old 
comedian cling to his profession 
that there were still many who are 
young and devoted to the en- 
croaching movies who felt some 
little sense of persona] loss in his 
passing. 

He was a familiar Broadway 
figure. For the last ten years he 
has played but few parts, usually 
in all star revivals and at benefit 
performances for his beloved Play- 
ers’ club. But such was his inter- 
est in the theater that he fre 
quently was one of the first night 
crowd. 

Usually he came with his 
daughter, Louise, and her hus- oe sane 
band, Jack Devereaux. Even with - 

the aid of the thick lensed glasses 

he wore he found it difficult to find his way about, and one 
or the other of the younger people led him to and from his 
seat in the first row. : 

A pathetic memory I have of him is that of his playing 
Sir Peter Teazle to the Lady Teazle of Ethel Barrymore 
three or four years ago. He was having a bad spell with 
his eyes that season. Sitting where I could note his en- 
trances, I could see one of the players lead him into the wings 
and indicate by pointing and whispers the location of the 
chair in which he was to seat himself or the table by which 
he was to stand on the stage. At his cue he would make his 
way bravely to that spot and take up the dialogue of his part.

But when it came time for his exit he must make his 
own way into the wings or toward a door, and once or twice 
he missed it. My heart ached for him as he bumped into the 

of a set and quickly tried to recover his position and not 
the performance.

And yet, aside from this uncertainness of movement, 
John Drew never seemed an old man. He bore the burden of 
his years beautifully, was always most immaculately 
groomed, stood straight and firm, and talked with the ease 
and poise of a man of 50. It was only when we remembered 
back such a little while to the days when he was in very 
fact the glass of fashion and the mold of form of whom 
tailors boasted and from whom.young men set their sartorial 
styles that it was hard to think of him as our John Drew. 

- This matter of clothes was both a blessing and a curse to 
John Drew. When he swung into the modern répertoire in 
the early nineties and was a star in his own right he paid 
particular attention to his wardrobe. Playing gay gallants 
or handsome leading men’s parts, he saw to it that his tailors 
turned him out perfectly. Usually he was a full season 
ahead of the styles. His press agents made a point of calling

In time the phrase, “a typical John Drew part,” made 
its annual appearance, and the actor was spoken of slight- 
ingly as a mere “clothes horse.”

Yet he never really overcame the handicap. he 
passed the day that he could convincingly simulate youth 
and play the so-called “John Drew parts” convincingly hé 
was practically through. “ Rosemary ” really saw the begin- 
ning of the end of his career. He regained a bit of prestige 
after he gave up trying to go on being the actor we knew as 
John Drew and played a middle aged husband in “The 
Circle.” But not much. Not many will remember him as 
Maj. Pendennis in “ Pendennis,” or the Marquis of Quex in 
“The Gay Lord Quex,” or the aging chap in “ The Catbird.” 
He had earned fame and a fortune giving the public what it 
wanted of him, and he paid the price. I suspect the knowl- 
edge that this was true hurt him until he became reconciled

had made a last tour in a good part surrounded by pleasant 
associates. Wherever he played he was the star of a cast of 
stars, and his were the outstanding receptions.

HERE ARE SOME more ro 
questions and answers: 


1. How many stations are in

We were listening the ether night to 
the most satisfying radio program we 
have heard in a few moons—the Sil- 
vertown show from New York. It had 
everything, and it didn’t sound like 
radio. The engineers had the orches- 
tra arranged so that we could hear 
every instrument as clean as a hound’s 
tooth; the quartet came through in 
bully style, and the balance of the 
Silver Masked Tenor with his orches- 
tra accompaniment was splendid. 
But then, like a jar, came the an- 
nouncements. The gentleman who had 
written the announcements for the 
announcer had a’penchant for play 
ori words, weaving song. _Utles into 
stilted sentences. 

It occurred to us that the radio is 
now using the same blahoo announce- 
ments {hat the early movies used as 
subtitles. 

Shortly afterward we tuned in the 
Maxwell House Coffee » Mar- 
veling at the dandy re uction of 
the music and wondering what pro- 
gram it was, until—well, as soon as the 
announcer appeared we got up and 
left! Here was an orator, who sounded

The official reports of building per- 
mits issued in 481° for ‘the first 
half of 1927 were $2,034,696,939, com- 
pared with $2,245,030,070 in the same 
cities last year, a loss of $210,333,131, or 
slightly more fhan 9 per cent.
